Anglo-Jewish history is slowly gaining due recognition at the hands of 
English historians, and few bo»ks dealing with mod history omit mention 
of our ancestors. A brief hanivovok to the history of the diocese of Oxford 
that has appeared within the lest few wevks is worthy of a passing notice for 
ite references to the varying fortunes of the Jews in the great university town. 
Most of the facts aro well known, but they are hers brong'it together in a 
conveniently concise form. In more ways than one the Jewish history of 
Oxford is of interest to the general reader. We recently poisted out how the 
Jews were connected with the foundation of Merton Collegeo—the first oollege 
that was established in this country—ia the 13ch century, and tt is very 
desirable to go farther back and note the position that the Jewish schools of 
the town held in the educational system of the cloventh and twelth centaries. 
Oxford, like all tho other cities of the kingdom, can, of courae, supply us with 
instances of the persecutions of the Jews, but it pr.sents us with a special 
foature of tts own,in the cstablishment and endo ymeat of a Llonae to assist the 
workers for the conversioa of Jows. Lontoa hala Jowish Converts’ House 
in Chancery Lane, which only ceased to be duriog the last century, but it is 
not eo generally known that Oxford was the only proviacial town that could boast 
a similar icstitution. A groined roof in acellar under one of the prineipal streets 
of the town which is still accessible to tourists, is commonly bcheved to have 
belonged to one of the chief rooms in the O«cford Converts’ House. 


A famous story touching the return of the Jews under Cromwell, is also 
cloecly connected with Oxford. As early as 1643 it could be shown that the 
future Protector was ia negotiation with the exilcd race and was endeavouring 
to effect their restoration, And itis clear that in the course of the correspond- 
ence between his sgents and the leaders of the Datch congrogation, a proposal 


was nade to hand over to them the Bodleian library to be transformed into one | 


of theirsynagogues. Such astory might be regarded asan invention of Cromwell's 
enemies, if its authenticity wasleesclearly proven. Weknow asa fact that the pro- 
ject was only surrended because i :ancial arrangements could not bo brought 
to a eatisfactory ecttlement.

— We should have thought that the treasures of 
the Bodleian wonld have been as safe ia the keeping of Menasseh ben [srael 
as in that of the Puritans or Independents.’ Nevertheless there is little need to 
regret that the library did not fall into the han is of our ancestors, 


By the introduction of the regulations for the seculatisation of the munici- 
pal public schools in Paris, which came into operation at the commencement of 


_ the present mouth, a severe blow has been dealt to the progress of religious 


education among the Jews. ‘In some of the Parisian elementary schools, the 
“majority of the pupils, as is the case at the Board School in Old Castle Street, 
Whitechapel, belong to the Jewish faith. These, as well as other children in 
public schools, will henceforth be deprived of religious iostruction, which was 
imparted to them in their schools at the exponse of the municipality. The 
Jewish Consistory of Paris, ever alive to the interests of the community and of 
the rising generation especially, are engaged in devising practical measures to 
remedy the evil. The establishment of evening classes is attended with some 
difficulties, as several formalities, not the leist important of which is the 
necessity for obtaining the official sanction, have to bs gone through before 
such classes can be foundel.. Should it bs decided by the Consistory to estab- 
lish special Jewish schools for secular as well a3 religions education, there is 
no doubt that the wealthy Jews of Paris, and their namo is Legion, will rea lily 
come forward to lighten the barden which will thas be throwa oa the conmu- 
nity. In connection with this subject of the secularisation of schools, a curious 
difficulty has arisen, which may possibly give rise to an innovation that has 
long been opposed by orthodox religious authorities. Tue Jewish pupils of the 
municipal schools, who are at the same time choristera at the synagogues, will 
no longer be permitted to absent themselves for the purpose of singing at the 
solempization of marriages. With the view of overco.ning this inconvenience, 
it is proposed to recruit the choirs by moans of female voices, bat no decision 
will be arrived at until it has been proved that no other course leas likely to 
wound religious susceptibilities is open for aloption in this matter, | 


We are heartily pleased to find that the subject of Congregational Singing 


is engaging renewed attention from several correspondents entitled to speak with 
some autho-ity upon the tubject. There cannot be the least doubt that the 


singing in our synagogues is capable of considerable improvement. ‘ibe choirs 


of the United Synagogue entaii an aggregate annual expenditure of £1,655. The 
results are, with but few exceptions, very unsatisfactory. Toe Council of the 
United Synagogue some years ago on the motion of Mr, Hemy Luuwley,

A meeting of the Board of Deputies was held on Wednesday last, at the offices 
of the Solicitor and Secretary, Mr. Lewis Emanuel, 36, Finsbury Circus. Toeré 
were present ; Mr. Josep SeeaG, Vice-President, in the Chair, Messrs. B. Birn- 
baum, M. Castello, Frederick Davis, P. Falk, Louis Hyams, M, Jaffe, A. Levy, G. 
Lindo, 8S. Montagu, Henry Solomon. 

The CitAIRMAN said that the meeting had been specially convened to consider 
the advisability of forwarding to Sir Moses Montefiore an address of congratulatioa 
on the approaching completion of his ninety-eighth year. The long and honourable 
connection of Sir Moses with the Board was properly regarded by the members with 
the liveliest feelings of satisfactioa, and was, he kaew, equally a source of pleasure 
to Sir Moses. 

Mr, SAMUEL MonTAGU, in a few suitable remarks, referred to the anxiety shown 
by Sir Moses to ameliorate the condition of his brethren especially in Palestine. 
The personal exertions of Sir Moses to this end were recorded in the anaals of the 
Board of Deputies of which he had been President for so -many years.

THE SPANISH AND PORTUGUESE CONGREGATION. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH OHRONIOLE.”’ 


£1n,—Mr. Daniel Castello’s letter of the 8th inst., which appeared in your 
last nomber, imposes On me the duty of acknowledging that I am one of many 
of our members who expressed surprise that, considering we are still without 
an Ecclesiastical Chief, the Rev. Dr. Adler’s prayer was not read in our syna- 
gogues on the first day of Tabernacles, and I accept for myself the uncivil 
remarks contained in the second paragraph of his letter. I will not submit to 
the arbitrament of your readers the question as to the taste Mr. Castello has 
displayed in making these romarks, I leave it to his own judgient and good 
feeling (of the latter be has an abundant quantity) to determine whether they 
are the logical outcome of many years of friendly and courteous relations. 

Mr. Castello bas imported into his letter the name of the Rev. A. P. Mendes. 
That gentleman holds no ecclesiastical appointment in the congregation. He 
has been engaged from year to year to deliver sermona periodically in our 
synagogues. The engagement was purposely made a temporary one, the Elders 
having in view the election of an Ecclesiastical Chief whose duty it would be 
to preach, I bave had the pleasure to know Mr. Mendes throughout his long 
public and private career, He does not need ary testimony as to bis numerous 
qualifications and irreproachable condact. If needed, I would readily testify 
to both. On the penuliimate occasion of a Prayer haviog been made by Dr. 
Adler, it happened that our Elders were “ in session,” and a member asked the 
Wardens why they bad not accepted and adopted the prayer. It was explained 
that previously to ite receipt Mr. Mendes had been requested to prepare a 
Prayer, and’they were unwilling to pass a slight—real or apparent—on this 
gentleman. The explanation was very reasonable and quite satisfactory. No 
such explanation, however, on this occasion would be applicable, and again ours 
was the only congregativn in the United Kingdom, inclading the Berkeley 
Btrect congregation, which did not adopt the Chief Rabbi's Prayer. 

know Mr. Castello to be sincerely attached to our synagogue. I claim 
no supericrity to him in this respect, bat without jastly exposing myself to the 
charge of presumptuousness I may ask for equality. I have served nearly every 
office in the 8} negegue and its affiliated societies, and for a period approaching 
forty years have uniformly given my time and material support to promote 
their intercste. Mr. Castello wishes us to remain in a separate and distinct 
position. I openly advocate a contrary course. Why is he not aa tolerant 
towards me and those who think with we as I willingly am towards him? 

It is not true—as is sometimes said—that I recommend a “ fusion.” That 
word might be interpreted in many different ways. What I desire is an inti- 
ma'é slliance and aj: int action between the Portuguese and German congrega- 
tions in all communal matters : such joint action as now exists in the Board of 
Deputies, Board of Shechita, &c. ‘Ibis would in no way interfere with our 
uncontrolled management, as at present, of our own internal congregational 
affairs and the custody of our funde. I am indeed very desirous that we 


sheuld have a Joint Ecclesiastical Board, to every appointment io which (the — 


highest equally with the lowest), Portuguese and German qualified candidates 
should in all cases of vacancies be eligible alike—it being especially stipulated 
that we should always preserve our Minhagim, our Ritual or prayer-book, and 
of cc urse our pronunciation. 

I refrain from mentioning names, bat seriously say these views are in 
harmony with those entertained by many of our valued and prominent members. 
I freely adinit they are not at present the views of the majority of our govern- 
ing body. I long forthe time when this may be changed ; until it arrives, I 
feel itis my duty to give, as hitherto, a frank aod loyal support and to co- 
operate with my colleagues in the Board of Elders, in doing all in my power to 
conduce to the prosperity and well-being of that venerable institution to which 
’ and my family are indiseolably attached by numerous strong and enduring 
ties.

£in,— When firet | saw io your last week's number the letter sigaed Daniel 
Castello, closely foilowed by one signed Daniel de Pass, [ expected at least 
that one Daniel, if not two, “ bad come to judgment,” bat when [ read them. [ 
regretted I could uot finish the sentence put into the mouth of shylock (* Moer- 
chaut of Venice,” Act 4, ecene 1). 

I have no hesitation in saying that if “it has not come to the knowledge 
of Mr. Castello that great surprise bas becn expressed by many of our members 
that we did not avail ourselves of the prayer writtea Ly the Unief Rabbi '’—it 
has :esched others, 

Z stated to Mr, Castello (and other Wardéns then present) at the conclasion 
of the service my eurprise, and if I be the gentleman referred to as“ individually 
medcling in the matter,” I think I can prove io this letter that no member of 
the congregation has a greater right to express an opinion than I, as I was 
instrumental in placing the Rev, Mr. Mendes in the position he holds. 

If some other gentleman be intended, then it proves I am not alone in my 
opinion, and further Mr. de Puss alludes to “ one young member remarking on 
the Prayer,” and another that “ the Hebrew wasdeficient.” Not either of these 
ean refer to me as, unfortunately, I am pot a young member (elected Gabay 
5620—1860) and my knowledge of the Hebrew language is too scant to criticizs. 
‘Lhe expressed opinions were therefore mary, | 

I was in office when the death of Dr. Artom (of revered memory) took place, 
and feeling that lectures in synagogue should uot cease, because the cflice of 
Ecelesiastical Chief was likely to remain vacant for some time, I, with the 
concurrence of the other Wardens, carried through the Chambor of Eldera (7th 


July, 1879) the following : “That the Rev. A. P. Mendes be invited to accept — 


the ofice of Lecturer to the congregation for one year from Rosh Ashana next, 
ata remuneration of £ .” Each successive year a precisely similar resolution 
has been passed ; though on the last occasion the time was specified to Nisan, 
5642—April, 1882, from which date the Elders, | believe, have not ratified the 
continuance of the rev. gentleman's services. 

I do not fcr one moment diffcr from Mr, Castello a8 to the competency of 
the Rev. A P. Mendes, and I quite agree that “his talente and learning are well 
k.owp and appreciated.” I go farther and tay they are worthy of a better 
position, but the fact remains nevertheless, he is merely engaged as a Lecturer 

and as such I object to his being called upon to fulfil the functions of a spiritual 
head to the congregation. 


- Iam quite prepared to be told that when a divorce took place some time ~ 
ago I sought his services, Perfectly true; but there is this difference, that in |- 


that case only two persons were interested, and it had nothing whatever to do 


_ with the congregation at large, and would very likely have passed without its 


_mooting the question of their amalgamation 
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ae been spoken about, bad it not been for the pulic position of one of the 
Pp es, 

I regret it has been thought necessary to allude to the synagogue at Rams- 
gate, for although Sir Moses Montefiore acted entirely in harmony with the 
views expressed by me and others, still, the synagogue is a private one; and 
thoogh conducted on strictly orthodox principles, it is governed by no laws or 
regulations, other than the orders of the Founder. Does Mr. Castello better his 
case when he tells us that after “ receiving fifty copies of our Prayer,” Sir 
Moses chose Dr. Adler's ? 

The Wardens deny the accusation that they took offence at the terms in 
which the announcement of the Prayer was put in the papera—so far so good — 
but permit me to say that your statement was not altogether without foundation. 
I mentioned to a Jewieh minister that it was carelessly put in and would have 
been better had the words “ synagogues under Dr, Adler's jurisdiction ” appeared, 
that it was likely to give offence to thoee of our congregation who are ever 
ready to infer that the courteous and gentlemanly Chief Rabbi tries to ignore 
the existence of the Portuguese congregation. Koowing, as he does, that this 
feeling exists among some of our members (or they speak as if it does), it was 
hardly likely he could forward a copy of his Prayer unasked—a favour which 
might bave been rejected with thanks. —- 

I am informed thatthe Rev. Dr. Hermann Adler, on behalf of hia father, 
wrote to the Berkeley Street Synagogue as well as to ours. Mr. Castello saye, 
“ How can it be said we declined to avail ourselves of Dr. Adler's prayer when 
it was never offered or submitted to us?" Did it not oveur to the Wardens to 
ask for a copy avd permission to use it, as the Reformers did ? 

When a prayer was read for the relief of our persecuted brethron in Russia 
I with othere, both in and out of the Chamber of Eldera, expressed the opinion 
that I do now, that as long as we are without our own Ecclesiastical Chief or 
Gentlemen of the Beth Din we should on all occasions adopt the special form of 
prayer ordered to be read by the Chief Rabbi of the United Oongregations. 

A few words to you, Mr. Editor, in reference to your observations in “ Notes 
of the Week,” Please do not, from the tenor of this letter imagine for one 
moment that [ go entirely with you as regards fusion or amalgamation. [ 
bear that character most uodeservedly from some members of the congregation 
who mistake my zeal. I never would aesist either by voice or vote the amal- 
gamation of the Portuguese with the German congregation in the full sense of 
the word. 

Mixing as I do among a large circle of the members of the United Con- 
gregations, [ have never heard the wish expressed tha: the Portuguese Congre- 
gation should be merged into the United, except from those who have como 
suddenly to the front, not through birth or education but merely from the 
pecuniary assistance they can give, with no past of their own to look back to, 
therefore indifferent to the glorious traditions of others 

What I try to‘ edacate my party’ up to is the following: Preserve the 
eervice in our synagogue in all its integrity and with all its time-hoooured and 
beautiful melodies. Keep for the bencfit of our charitable institutions and 
relief of our poor those funds which have been accumulated and handed down 
in sacred trust to us by our ancestors, Work in harmony in national affairs 
with sister congregations. Invite the ministers of Orthodox congregations to 
lectura from time to time in our synagogues and during the vacancy of an 
Ecclesiastic Chief avail oureelves openly of the servicés of the Chief Rabbi 
and Beth Din of the United Congregations (instead of quietly transferring over 
those of our members who come to the vestry to have any Jewish legal point 
settled). |

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Aeylom having been drawn to your report of the meeting of the Board of 
Guardians of the 9th, Lam directed by bim to state : 

1. That the Committee of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylam passed a 
resolntion in June, 1881, granting admission to the Tolano children on payment 
of the subvention—which resolation was re-allirmed on the application of the 
Spanish and Portuguese Board a fow wecks ago. No difficulty whatsovuver 
bas arisen on the subject between the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylam, and 
the Guardians of the Mile Union. 

2. That admission has not been refased by the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan 
Asylam to4 children who have been sent there by the Jewish Board of Guardians. 
Application was mado by the latter for the admission of four children under 
special circumstances, and was not acceded to by my Committes. The Board 
of Guardians has since withdrawn the application as regards one of the child- 
ren and requested the reconsideration of the matter as to the others.

£in,—For many years past the operation of the Pauper Removal Act—by | 
meavs of which deserted or orphan Jewish childrea found in any of the union 
workbouses or schools have been removed to the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan 


id | Asylum—has gone on without a kitch. The Norwood charity was certified for 
4 the purpose under the provisions of the Act, and a Couvention was made 
’ between it and the Jewish Board of Guardians, by which the parochial subven- 


tion was supplemented by the latter body to cover the bare cost of maintenance 
af the children removed. Many of these have done remarkably well, have 
received and profited by a good education, and have made a very fair start in 


to maintain Jewish children in a Jewish institution in lieu of keeping them as 
heretofore in its own charge; and it is a matter of intense regret that this 
success should have now been jeopardised by the recently-established Spauish 
. and Portugacee Board of Guardians. I read in your iesue of last week that in 
consequence of their refusal to withdraw some Jewish children from the Mile 
End Union, the parochial authoritics, naturally ignoring the existence of the 
two Jewish Boards have intimated to the older one “that if the arrange- 
ments made by the Guardiaus for the transfer of all children to the institationa 
of the religions in which they had beon brought up are to be voluntarily set 
atide, as in the present instance, it may be necessary for the Guardians to 
reconsider the whole question, so as to bave arrangewents made which shall not 
be subject to being set aside in the manner which appears to have been the 
case in regard to these children.” 

The Jewieh Board of Guardians of course repudiated any responsibility, the 
case not having come in any way under their cognizance, and they have appoioted 
three delegates to meet a like namber from the Spanish and Porteguese Board, 
with a view of concerting measures to avert the recurrence of similar diffical- 
tics, #0 that the advantages secured for pauper Jewish children with so much 
labour, may not be again endangered.

such an introduction into our Divine service should merit, it is necessary to observe 
the following. The executive of the several congregations belonging to the United 
Synagogue should issue circulars to the members, calling upon such as have voices 
‘o meet a competent judge on a certain evening in order to be tried as to their 
 gbilities or vocal powers, those who may be selected should then be classified, and 
regular rehearsals arranged, convenient tothe members. The next important point 
is uniformity in the music adopted for the Psalms and Hymns, and no choirmaster 
ahould be allowed to introduce his compositions or those of any other musician

Sin,—I was very glad to find the above important subject #0 ably advacated ig 
your last week's issue. I fully agr2e with your correspondent * Vox " that by makia 
the congregants “ feel that they are ectaally taking part in the service, we shoul 
soon have a new life infused into our worship.” His scheme of psalmody classes iq 
each synagogue seems quite practicable ; it only requiresa little public spirit on 
the part of the members to enable the clarses to become @ great success, If the 
choirmasters expressed their willingness to undertake the direction of the classes, | 
do not think. there would much dilfliculty in obtaining the names of some fifty ladies 
and gentlemen who would be prepared to sacrifice one hour a week to elevate and 
enliven our service. 

It was never intended that the choir should sing for, but that it should mere! 
lead, the congregation. With the choir leading and the psalmody clas diepsrial 
throughout the building Congregational Singiag wou'd soon become general. Qgp. 
trast the effect of a cold, listless and uninterested congragation with one in which 
every worshipper is heartily siaging his meed of praise to the Creator. Fine voiag, 
are not a necessity (doubtless they are an advantage) to the psalmoly class, 
Earnestness is the one thing needful. The man who cannot himself sing, can, by 
his attendance at the meetings and interest in the work, encourage those who are 
more musically gifted, 

A friend of mine, a clergymen, writes,“ itis a notorious fact that psalmody 
where al! who can sing unite to the praise and glory of God, has a much more lively 
effect on the heart than it has as we generally perform it, where a few only are oo’. 
lected together in the singing. How can these pleasing sensations take place whea we 
have only the choir, in which possibly there are fiae voices and skill in music, whils 
the mass of the congregation, instead of lifting their voices and hearts to thei: 
Heavenly father, are merely listening to the masical abilies of the choristers? What 
life can there be in a congregation which thus prays by proxy?" A psa!mody clus 
is nota phase of any form of Judaism ; it is common grouni for the most orthodor 
and most advanced Jewish thinker, While anyone admits himself to be a Jew, 
such hymns as “ En Kelohenu ” and “ Adon Olam” appeal to all forms of opinion. 

It would be most gratifying to hear that one of our large congregations coa- 
templated starting a psalmody class. Let the experiment be tried for a few montha. 
We should very soon find a difference ia the amount of interest taken by the con- 
gregants. Instead of “ Adon Olam” being sung to a congregation only too glad, 
through sheer.weariness, that the service has concluded, we should have real wor 
shippers lingering fondly over the last notes, reverently leaving the building, and 
anticipating with pleasure the recurrence of the Sabbath and Festival services, The 
only requirements to bring about so desirable a result are, some fifty momers ready 
to eacrifice one hour a week, and a little—very little —-energy and earnestness,

I once heard of a man who cut his beard during the“ Omer” aal 
then went and askei the rabbi whether he was allowed to do so, The rabvl 
atiewered “ Ne,” and added; * but I see you have already cut your beard to-day, 
Oh |!” replied the man, “I cut it beforehand, in case you shonld say No,” 
I need hardly mention that the function of rabbis has always been to muidtaia 
and s#trengthen the Torah, not to weaken it. The second day of the festivals is aa 
ancient rabbinical institution and so we have no right either to alter or to transgress 
it. And if, as happened this year, we have three days holidays running and's bill 
‘should fall due, I would rather pay for the protest, than make a protest against my

THE JEWS RUSSIA. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 


ST. PETERSBURG, Expr. 27, 1882. 


I will resume the subject to which I devoted the greater part of my last letter, 
viz, the Jewish Colcny in Moscow, 


The lawa forbidding the Jews to reside beyond the limits of the “zone of 
settlement’ can be, and are whenever necessary, easily cvaded. Nothing e's, 
indeed, is possible, The Jews would suffocate in their narrow and confined Ghetto, 
if the laws of residence were carried out to the letter. Even bere in St. Petersburg, 
in apite of the activity of the polica, it is difiralt to prevent the laws from being 
circumvented, sometimes under extremely tragical, comical, or serio-comical circum- 
stances. You have already related the story of the lamentable disguire in 
which a Jewess who wished to pureue her mdical s'uties had to w aur rade. 
The greatest of Rosso-Jéw'sh bellelettriste, dhe vinerable and uni-c really 
esteemed H, Bogroff, who occupies a well-earned place in the ranks of Rucsian /i?- 
trrateurs, was obliged to inscribe himself as an employé of a merchant of the First 
Guild ; the talented Jewish publiciet, @. Lipschitz, the principal collaboratcur on the 
Jewish journal Jiasserct, had to set to work as ashoeblack whil-t the renowned discoverer 
of the * Parallelogram,” Dr. Lipkin (son of the greatest crthodox Jewish celebrity 
of ovr time, Rabbi Isrolinke, of Kowno, who now reridesa in Paria for the further- 
ance of Jewish interests), after having with great tuccers pass: d his examination 
at the Berlin University as Head Master and Doctor, retarnel to his native land 
in order to ccmplete his studies at our University—where he wae received with the 
utmost cordiality by the Professors ard Academicians—and had to describe him-e!f 
a: a journeyman tailor in order to obtain the right of residence in this capital. 

Bat while else vhere the law is evaded, in the “ Saradie,” the Jews’ quater at 
Moscow, it is simply ignored. “ Our police,” a Moscow publicist in‘ormed me, “ are 
not under the jurisdiction of the Miui+ter of the Interior, nor do they acknowledge 
Rutsian legislation as theic master ; they only recognize the high-tonunding orders 
of the Minister of Finance, This is a piece of great good fortune not only for your 
coreligioniste, who are thus delivered out of the hards of the police, but also for 
every Russian citizen, whose life is epanned by an endlers varicty of laws, regula- 
tione, preecriptione, decrees, circulars, &c., many of which are in uiter contradiction 
to each other,. In Rustia it is only the subject of a foreiga Power that can live at 
his ease, eince he has some one to whom he can look for protection, and if needs be 
defence.” 

When I handed my paseport to my landlord he observed with a good-hamoured 
smile : “ It would be much better if you were to let the examiner of pa:sports see 
the colour of a rouble, for he will create difficulties for you which in the énd wil! 
cost you much more than that amount.” “Why eo!” | asked astouished, “dd you 
not see that I have the fullest right to live here!" “That has nothing to do with 
it. Youatrea Jew?!” “ Yes,” “ Then rely on it the police will avail themselves of 
some pretext or the other in order to annoy you. Oar police are extremely well- 
dispoecd towards the Jews ; the long-frocked Jews, though they be without pass- 
ports, they treat with the utmost contideration and forbearance ; but they are 
bitterly severe against Kuropeanised Jews, who, whilet knowing how to deal dis- 
creetly with the guardians of the peace, presume t.o much upoa their righte,” 

Asa matter of fact the man was perfectly cor:ect in his arrertion. My friend, 
the well-known specialist of Jewish science, Dr. Sch , With whom I had a con- 


vereation respecting the ttate of affairs iu the Saradie, related to me. the following | 


occurrence: Some representatives of the Jewich community ia Moscow had 
requested’ him to open a school for religious instiuction in that city. As a doctor 
who had gained his diploma at a foieign (the Leipsic) university he had no right to 
stay in Moscow, but he could claia this right as a fanctionary of the Congregation, 
In this way he sought to legitimatise his resiJence ia Moscow, which wa: mide the 
lighter for him since he was furnished with excellent recommendations to the then 
Chief of Po ice, General Koslow, as also to the Governor-General, Prince Dolgon- 
rowky, both of whom were renowned for their humane chatacters; He thus believed 
that he was for ever rccured from the covetou-nees of the police, But he was 
bitterly deceived. For a short time the police let him alone, but one fine day he 
receivid a rummone to appear befu:e the Examiner of Pas-ports, He-felt as if he 
Of an intensely loyal nature, and accustomed to the 
foreign surroundings among which he had eo long lived, he would not understand 
the wink given by the police. Nothing therefore remained for him but to comply 
With the summoner, At the appointed time be made his way to the Bureau, which 
he found filled with the scum of the population, The air in the emall, dirty room 
was pestilential,and net a seat was to be ecen,. The Examiner of Passports soon 
noticed him on his arriva!, bat nose the lees did he firet occupy himeelf with the 
affuirs of the other persons in the room, many of whom came much laster than the 
Doctor, After being kept waiting for nearly three bours the official called him, 
Lut only to inform him that he had a:rived too late, which was uutrne, and that he 
was to come ¢arlier the ni xt day, The Doctor was beside himself with rage. To 
bave to stand three hours in a vitiated atmosphere, in company with a number of 
not over respectable persons, and then to be sent home with his affuirs unattended 
to, with the prospect of going through the same proceiure on the following day, 
was almcst more than he coua!i bear, especially as his health was very weak. But 
there was no remcdy ; he determined, however, that next dey he would be the first 
in the office. This turned out to be the case, but his early appearance availed him 
nothing. The Examicer of Passports only kept him waiting longer. My friend 


easily perceived that the object of the official was to annoy and anger him. At last | 


he was called forward, and told that as his passport would expire on the 28th of the 
following month he should before the 1(th sign a document pledging himself to 
leave Moscow immediately after the first named date. He became speechlers from 
astonishment, His passport was still good for six weeks, and even after it had 
expired he had the right to obtain its renewal for two months longer, and was he 
now at this early period to give bail that he would quit the city? Despite his feel. 
ings, however, he signed the paper, and at once repaired to the Governor-General. 
His Excellency received him most cordially, but assured him that it was not in bis 
power to serve him, and he fina!ly advised my friend to adireas himself to the head 
of the police, Only after the loss of much tims aud money did our loyal Doctor 
succeed in finding the desired rest. But as he did not feel entirely confident he

He forgot, however, that as he was only a surgeon and not a doctor of 
medivine, he was subject to the operation of those laws, But the police of Moscow 
toon came to the aid of his weak memory. On the second day aftor his arrival ho 
was summoned to the Bureau of Police, The Examiner of Passports, who was far 
below bim in rank, took not the slightest notice of his uniform and orders and toll 
him in a diecourteous manner that he was to leave Moscow at once. The surgeon 
was highly incensed at this contemptuous treatment, and, like my friend of whom 
I bave already spoken, he submitted his grievance to the friendly ear of the 
Governor-General, laying special stress on the servicos which he had rendered to 
his country and prodacing several honourable testimonials which he had received. 
The aged prince listene! to him wit the utmost atteation, and with a smile 
advised him to take up his residence in the Saradie, as he could not help him. N>» 
other course was op.n to the eargeon bat to accept this friendly advice, which ho 
does not regret having followed, I cou'd fill volumes with similar aneodotes, bat | 
think the two examples which I have already given will suffice to make your readers 
acquainted with the actual politival condition of the Jews ia the Saradie, 


As I meationed in my previous letter, the Saradia. is sitaated in the coutre of 
Mo*cow pot far from the Bourse and the busiest parte of the city, and consists of a 
pumber of small, narrow streeta, each court in which forms a complete «quarter, 
In every little street where the utmost peace prevails from early morning 
to late at night, one may see numerous samples of the fall bearded and 
long-frocked Jewe, who are usually to be met with only in remot» districts 
of Lithuania and the Polish provinces. In every court there ie a Winyan 
either of Chassidim or of Misnagdin or of both at the same tim, as well as one or 
two Jewish kitchone. Bat although the Saradie is the central point, it is not the 
only seat of the Jewish co ony, for there are not a few Jows who posswas the hand- 
somest palacesin the finest +treets of the city, such as the magnificent residenocs of M. 
Malkiel and M Poliak ff in the Twerskaja Street, On. the whole the Saratie con- 
tains only tie very poorest portion of the Jewish colony as its permanent residents, 
and the poverty and misery which prevail there are almost indescribable, In fact 
one wonders why these poor people came to Moscow almost to starve. To speak 
truly, the wealthier portion of the Jewish population of Moscow are great'y to blame 
for the sad condition of their poorer brethren, as they are almost totally indifferent 
to their unhappy fate. - Bat of this sabjeot I shall treat more fully when I speak of 
the communal ins‘itutions of the colony, which numbers upwards of 30,000 scale, 


The life and callings of the Jews in the Saradie differ but little from those 
in other parts of the country. There are artisans of every kind who as a rule 
receive but very scanty wagee, and numberleses shopkeepers, who carry on their 
businesses in the same ucaystematic manner as they did in their former homes and 
who content themselves with the smallest of profits, The coasequence is that. not- 
withstanding the almost fabulous Cearness of rents, an unprecedented cheapness of 
labour and produce prevai's ia the Saradie, and makes it.elf felt as an important 
competitor with Russian commerce and inlustry. Many of the proudest aristocrats 
in Moscow are fur this reason. not ashame to drive to the Saradie ia their magnificent 
equipages, ani to make their parchases there, to the great chagria of the Christian 
tradesfolk in the City proper. Several merchants of various nationalities bore 
testimony to the large trads which is cirriol on by Jews aa well as to their great 
industry, and they, one and all, assured ma that the Jows, despite the prejudice 


| which is entertained agaicst them and despite theie lack of oulture from a European 


point of view, are actually the ouly dangerous competitors of the Russian Christians. 
The secret lies in the abstemiou+nesa arid frugality of the Jews, and especially in their 
enterprising spirit, energy and powers of combination, advantages to which the 
Rurs'an Christians are on the whole strangers. 


The Jewish colony in the Saradic is for the most part recruited by ex-soldiers, 
artisans, petty tradesmen, and commission agents from the provinces of Lithuania, 
Little Russia Wolhynia, Podolia, and Poland, The Jews from Courland and Livonia of 
whom there area large number in Moscow, are much better off than the rest of their core- 
ligionists, and as they live in different parts of the city, they have nothing in 
@ommon with the Saradie anJ its inhabitants, whilst they keep up a close intimacy 
with the large number cf cultured Jews. 3 


I shall teke leave of this subject for the present, with the iatention of devoting 
my next letter to a review of the inner life of the Jewish colony, and of the relation 
of the several parties to each other and to Judaism jn particular. 

Before closing this letier I must not omit to mention thatrumours are current 
here of serious anti-Jewish excesses having occurred within recent days in Poland, 
It is said that the telegrams which were sent to St. Petersburg from the towns 
where tke riots occurred were intercepted, 


Equally unsatisfactory is the fact that ia accordance with the well-known 
circular of the Minister for War, Jewish medical men, even those in receipt of 
stipends from the Crown, can no longer obtain any appointments in the army, as 
the stipulated proportion of 5 per cent., to which the number of Jewish doctors 
and surgeous has been riduced, bas already been reached, Those in receipt of 
Crown stipends will, neverthelees, as is stated on their diplomas, have to serve 
in the army in the eventof war breaking out. In contequence of this circular only 
five out of fiftcen students who applied for admission into the Military Medical 
Academy have been accepted, although every one passed his examination |with signal

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A JEWISH SYNOD.—II, 


Last week we advocated the assembly of a Jewish Synod inclading 


representative Rabbis from the Conservative congregations in Ea ope 


and, if possible, from America, who should submit Jewish Law to 


a thorough revision, and with the full weight of the authority whieh 
would attach to such an assembly decide on uniform and consistent adapta- 
tions to the needs of modern life, The revision would naturally cover 
the whole line of communal life and would have to be prepared for by carefu} 
sounding of public opinion and thorough research into the ‘history and 
claims of all the ordinances of the Jewish code. We may here give a num- 
ber of examples of the kind of topics which might engage the attention of 


such a Synod, 


A Conservative Jewish Synod would naturally follow precedents and 
carry out to their logical consequences those alterations which have pre- 
viously been made by Jewish Synods. One of the most famous of these 
and, in its effect the most important, was the abrogation of polgamy at the 
Synod of Worms nearly nine centuries ago. Yet while this was done many 
customs really founded on polygamy were allowed to remain and should now 
be removed, Foremost among these is that of Chalitza which leads to 
much misery and injustice and, even when these are absent, savours of 
indelicacy according to modern notions, Then again Jewish divorce, 
happily so rare amongst us, puts top much power in the hands of 
the husband, even when he has ostensibly deserted his wife. 
ing to Jewish law as at present constituted he can still refuse to give a Get 
(vill of divorcee) at his mere will and plesenre, and this power iz, we regret, to 
say, often abused for purposes of extortion or annoyance. A Jewish woman 
may have been legally divorced according to the civil law of the country and 
yet may not marry again according to Jewish law, unless her whilom hus- 
band pleases to give her permission. 
the Get follow the result of the civil process.

Turning from marriage to death, it is found that the week of mourn- 


ing often presses far too heavily on the poor by depriving them of their 
week’s work and “cooping” up the family after a period of sickness and 
often in the same room where the death occurred. The Shiva no one would 
think of abolishing, but it might be made literally a week of mourving and 
not protracted as it often is during the holidays to close upon a fortnight. 
It was originally kept in countries where burial had to take place within a 
few hours of death, and now that this somewhat indecorous haste is avoided, 
the ceremony of the tehara and placing in the coffin might be reckoned as the

the use of mortuaries and the week being reckoned from the day of removing 
the body to the mortuary. The decisions of the earlier rabbis on this subject 
might be reverted to with vast benefits to the health and comfort of our poor. 
The Second Days of Festivals would naturally engage the attention of 
a Jewish Synod. Not only is the original reason for their observance no 
longer in existence, since astronomy can determine withia a fraction of a 
second when the festivals commence in Jerusalem and the difference of time, 
between any place on the earth's surface and that of the holy city; to 
modern notions the idea of keeping two first days of the year or of celebrat- 
ing twice in each twelvemonth tho night when our ancestors left Egypt 
mars considerably the imaginative effect of both institutions. The Rejoicing 
ofthe Law might be included ia the celebration of the “ eighth day of 
solemn sssembly ” the prayer for rain said on that day not being universall 
suitable. - As an alternative, the Sabbath daring the Week of Tabernacles 


might be chosen as the day for terminating and commencing afresh tho

This would at.once remove the 
reproach of anti-Semites at our not making any attempts to spread the 
truths we hold so dear and would give us links with the nations without 
decreasing the intensity of Jewish feeling. 


The Talmud gave ‘simpler forms of daily prayer for the u use of work- 
men. Why should we not revert to a custom sanctified by sach venérable 
authority and suggested by such a laudable spirit of solicitude for the “ poor - 
in our midst.” And now that Hebrew is, alas, becoming so little known 
among ue, why could we not ease the memory of oar children by the adop- 
tion of the shorter form of grace after meals collated by Marmonipes and 
justified by his. great authority? These are merely suggestions for the 
Synods and precedents would natarally have to receive careful consideration. 


As so many of our brethren are turning to agriculture in America 
and elsewhere, it becomes a point of practical importagce to con- 
sider whether the agrarian laws of the Bible and Talmud should be con- 
sidered to be binding in countries outside Palestine. Already in Hinue.’s 
time these laws had to be relaxed to prevent hardship to the poor. Not to 
mention that the progress of agricultural science has obviated the necessity 
of many of them, they were clearly intended to be in force where all would 
adhere to them and not where severe competition would render them intoler- 
able. Every inducement, should be held out to our. able-bodied poor: to 
adopt the healtbful occupations of country life and every restriction which. 
prevents this should be removed as far as is possible, 


Our Sabbath laws are at present unsuited in many directions to the 
conditions of modern life. For instance, who thinks any harin of a Jew who 
carries an umbrella on a wet Sabbath, and is thas enabled to attend syna- 
gogueincomfort? Yet, many of our ministers by forbaaring thas to “ break 
the Sabbath” silently reproach, as it were, those who decline to follow their - 


example, That it should be construed-as equivalent to “ bearing a burden,” 


or more absurdly still as “ erecting a tent” on the Sabbath day, and thereby 
endanger (as it really does) the acceptance by a Beth Din of the evidence of - 
a Jew who ignores the absurd ‘ prohibition,” really brings the whole subject 
of the sacredness of the Sabbath, one of the tandamental principles of 
Judaism, into contempt. The Sabbath boundary was not a hardship in 
Now that modern towns assume the dimensions of ancient 
states and Jews live scattered all over these vast areas, this restriction has 
become merely theoretical and should be allowed to join the museum of 
Jewish antiquities, The permission or rather the recognition of the right of 
season: ticket holders to use railroads on Sabbaths and Festiva's might do 
much towards increasing attendance at our synagogues, 

With the synagogue service a Synod would be enabled to deal more boldly 
than any isolated body of revisers. The prayers or portions of prayers 
relating to the restoration of sacrifice are opposed to our views of man’s 
relation to the lower animals and are directly contrary to the Rabbinic prin- 
ciple, ‘‘ Prayer has replaced sacrifice.” Mol Nidré ehould be rendered 
less ambiguous in its wording and thus freed from the attacks of 
The question of generally admitting the vernacular in certain 
portions of the service, such as the prayer for the Royal Family, which has 
been said in English in the New Synagogue for many years past, would also. 
come before the Synod. The time has probably not yet arrived when the use 


of organs in synagogue would be considered a fit subject of debate for such 


an assembly as we contemplate, They might, however, discuss the possi- 
bility of reckoning Jewesses in counting Minyan, and otherwise of freeing 
them from religious disabilities and giving them more opportunities of actively — 
participating in Jewish religious life.

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Medes and Persians that a Jewish Synod might not fin! moles of ameliora- 
tion, As “koshering” fails to attain its olject of removing blood and is 
very successfal in removing the nutritive portions of meat, its vse might be 
modified or abrogated and the process of “ porging ’’ would at least almit of 
timplification. We would also venture to suggest that any appearance 
of inhumanity that is given by the present method of slaughtering 
might be at once removed by the adoption of anwasthetics. If it is capable 
of being pat into practice all will agree that it is fully in consonance with 
that spirit of tenderness to animals thit pervades Scriptare. 

‘These are but examples of the subjects which a Jewish Synod might 
consider, They will have served their purpose if they have shown that in 
many directions changes might be made which woald make the yoke of the 
law lees burdensome especially to our poorer classes, and yet not transgress 
the spirit in which that yoke was imposed and has ever since been borne. 
No one who seriously examines the apirit of the times can deny that the 
state of Jewish observances is eminently unsatisfactory, They are becoming 
more and more transgressed, and. worse than this, transgressions are 
being looked upon more and more Jeniently, if not approvingly. Unautho- 
rized Reform has been tried and the resu'ts are by no means satisfactory 
even to the Reformers themselves. The ostrich mode of treatment cannot 
ex hypothesi remedy the evil it professes not to see ‘ Every man his own 
Rav” is the most disintegrating of a'l principles of Jevi-h action. 

It remains to be seen what Authoritative Reform can effect when initiated 
in a spirit of trae Conservatism that does away with obselete or oSsolescent 
observances that threaten to mortify themselves and carry disease into the 


-whoele system. Reform to be au'horitative minst not be brought about 


merely by one congregation or by one set of congregation: bat by the wiole 
of Orthodox and Conservative Jadaism, ‘The prineiplis that we advocate 
thus lead logically to a Jewish Synod, and we fecl-sure that sooner or later 


the need of such an assembly will be felt in tho stringent circles of the most | 


Orthodox. The demand for Reform is, indeed, spreading fast ia the 
very home of Orthodoxy. Meanwhile Pablic Opinion must be prepared for 
such a mode of meeting with our difficalty, an 1 we are on'y performing our 
proper fonction in drawing public attention to te ides of a Jewish Synod 
in the confidence that it is a fraitful one, an! will like all vital ideas, find 
its way into action when its time shall have come. <A new era for modern

THE RUSSIAN EMIGRANTS IN. AMERICA. 


Tne Central Committes of the Alliance, referring in thelr report for the 
month. of September to the re'uro of Rassian Jews from Amieirca, state 
that ace rding to the latest information, out of 20,000 Russians who emigrated 
to the United States. there have retarned to Europes but 1,10), of whom 40) are 
children, whilet a similar namber are cither iofirm or ill. The Ceatral Com. 
mittie considcr this proportion of non-competents very small, especially in 
the conditions under which emigration wea effected. The information recived 
by. the Central Committco emphatically tends to show that the Rassian Jews 
who are in America can easily gaia their own living, on condition that they 
coLtinue to obtain relicf autil such time as they become familiarised with Amai- 
can life and enstome. lo order to erable the American Committees to furnish 
this relief the Contral Commirtee of the Alliance, the Central Committee at 
Berliu, and the Mavsion House Committee have each voted 50,000 franca, 
which has teen placed at the disposal of the Emigrant Aid Society, in New 
York. The Special Commitiee at Paris bas voted 100,000 fraucs towards the 
same .cbjdct. 

Tne Berlia Cc ntral Rasac-Jewish Co.amittee have issued and circulated 4 
“warning” (0 Rassian emigrants in America, urging them in a most pressing 
manner to remain in that coun'ry, and not to return to Rassia. After pointing 
out the bardships which the returaing fugitives had to encounter oa the Rasa- 
Galician frontier, the Comn.ittee emphasize the fact that the emigrants would 
not be allowed to ecttle in Prussia or Austria-Hungary, and that they are only 
permitted to remain at Derlin, whilst pa-sing through tbat city, for 24 hours, 
The Committee ate ignorant of the treatmeut which is io store for the returning 
Jews in luesia, but they remerk that there mast be a large number who for 
varicus reasous Cannot aud will rm-onter Russia. Sach persons can hope for 
Do assistance from Germany, and would be abandoned to to their fate, Four 
these reasons it is imperative that the emigrants should remain in the United 
States, the more ko sinco those who return must not noarish the hops of being 
assisted by the European Committee, as was the case before they emigrated.

ment and poor food Oa Saturday one of them namel Ribotta objedtel duariaz

anc's hand, and struck him over the heal with it, Rabotta was ordread to leave the 

island. and consented to go, Before he could, the refugees gathered about him, and 
be gan to threaten the superistendeat and assistant. A message was. sent. to the 
city for police assistance, and. three policeman were seat. When the refuzs6s 534 | 
only thre they were emboldened to attack, and the moment Rabotta’s arresi wai 
attempted, they ascailed the siperistendent and police with stoves and sticks, Tha 
superintendent was kuo dow, and severely injared, His offise and hoase were 

attacked with stones, and a!l the windows broken ia the genecal riot whish followel. 

Further police eid soun arrived, and order was restored, Two policemen recsired’ 
severe cuts on their faces. and several of the rioters were injured by the policemen’s 

truncheona There seems to be no doubt that the refugees have been: badly treated 

but they are enti:ely responsible for yesterday's disturbance, They are idis, worth- 
le-s people. and a great burdea oa the hands of the American Hebrews who sup-

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RAMBLES IN MOROCCO, 


[BY AN CCCASIONAL OORRESPONDENT. | 


To see the Jews of Morocco as they are was one of the objecia of a trip I 
recently made along the coasts of Western Barbary, a voyage which exbraced 
all the principal ports between Tangier and Mogador. To sketch with brevity 
their present condition, social, political and domestic, as it appears to English 
eyes, ia the object of the following lines. 

It would be difficult to convey the impressions formed daring this very 
pleasant journey witbout a reference to the climate of Morocco—an influence 
too potent in the-moulding of men and manners to be disrogarded by the most 
ruperficial of observers. Whatever the temperature may be dering the summer 
months, September brings to the towns of the coast a genial atmoephere caleu- 
lated to render‘the conditions of life, other circumstances being agreeable, 
eminently enjoyable. Under the broad roofs of well-to-do merchants the 
thermometer remains almost stationary day and night, between 60 and 75 
degrees Fahrenbeit. Fireplaces save in the kitcheus are unknown. The noble 
proportions of these residences, their shaded galleries opening on an interior 
courtyard, the custom of limewashiog the walls and terraces inside aud out, and 
the cultivation of oxygen-breathing plants, tend no doubt to produce an uniforai. 
ity of temperatare particularly agceptable to a Briton escaping from the violeat 

atmospheric changes of our beloved country. Tho effects of this beneficent 
climatic dispensation are visible in all clasees, from the stately Moorish official 
in bis cool and graceful robes where white so largely predominater, and 
intelligent, self contained Hebrew merchant, carrrying his darker hued k1/ftan 
and ss/ham with Oriental ease, down to the ewarthy desert tribes lounging about 
the Waterport and the denizens of an overcrowded Jows’ quarter. There is 
an all pervading air of, if nol contentment, at least ropose ; a disinclination to 
quarrel with the powers that be, and an unconscious adhesion to the dictum 
thet “ Whatever is, is best,” 

There secms to be hardly a limit to the tacit endarance of the races that 
people Morocco, the advent of locusts and the extortions of a tax gatherer being 
received with the same philosophic remark, Al’hatoob allah—* Lt is written, or 
di creed, by God.” 

Around Tangier the scenery, as conned from eur steamer’s deck, is bizhly 
pictureeqne, noble headlands rising from the greenwaved sea to join the moun- 
tain ranges lying behind Centa and Tertuan. Gardens and villas dot every 
hillside. South of Spartel—where the traveller bids gcod-bye to lighthouses 
and evcry veetige of European civilization—the coast assumes a hardly broken 
monotony of endless sandhills and far off ewinences draped in sobcr brown. 
Here and there the uniformity is varied, notably at Siffi, an ancient town sixty 
miles north of Mogador, by a bold cape of reddish cliffs and pleasing undula 
tions of country beyond, while some score of miles further south we discera the 
broed balk of the Iron Mountaiuea rising above the fertile plains which ex‘end 
to withio a short distance of Mogador, 

The Hebrew population of this tewn, which is said to compose two-thirds 
of the total number of 20,000 souls, is by commercial activity and general 
intelligence entitled to be regarded as a nucleus of Jewish enterprise in 
Morecco. The trade with Europe, engaging thres lines of steawers, ie in their 
hance. The local industries demanding fieeness of handiwo:k and all-round 
business qualities are almost exclusively carried on by Jews, who as gold and 
silver emiths, tray makers, workers of slippera and “cunning artilicers ” in 
nearly every branch of native manufacturer, exbibitin kind if notin degree, much 
of the skill which in olden times adored a temple or beautitied the robes of ite 
prieste. The consular representatives of two powerfal governments, Austria and 
the United States, are Moorish Jews. Their predominance in trade is evidenced 
by the almost complete cessation of buziness in every part of the town on 
Saturday,.a day which Christians and Moors agree in regarding as a cdies non, 
there being neither buyers of goods sellers of prodvce on the Jewish 
Sabbath. The greater part of the Kasha, a spacious well-built qua*ter, the 
autipodes of the Melah or criginal Jewry, is chiefly ocenpied by the residences 
of their merchants, ‘The native dress is gradually veiog discarded by this class 
among which are Inapy men who; thanks to travel avd consequent latercourse 
with Kuropeéans, unite with the interest attaching to Oriental surroundings that 
special quality which for want of another word L must cali culture, enly to be 
attained in the civilization of the West. 7 

As the darkest cloud has.a silver lining, so surely is there no light wichonut 
a shadow ; and as in our rambles among the Jews of. Morceco we may expect to 
find a full share of the last, let us, while Jingering in the sunny Kasba of 
Mogador, enjoy some of the pleasures offered by existence in. this calur oasis, 
I can imagine no life more fall of repose than that of a prosperous resident ia 
this chy of the sea, ‘The voluptuous stillnces of the air in Winter, vatied only 
by ozonc-laden breezes from the South-West, surrounds every occupation with a 
charm that can hardly be conceivcd in the high-pressure haste of wodera life 
The guest of come horpitab!e merchant—and to the * stranger withia the gates ” 
Moorteh Jews are lavish in their kindness—you tura out at 6 and take 
your coffee and biscuits in the gallery overlooking a patio or courtyard, where 
a crowd of sucient females are engaged in cleaning esparto grass. Or perhaps 
itis the Sabbath morning, sacred tu prayer and innocent joviality, when the 
hanging lamps igsiie! before sunset are still bearing a pale spark beneath the 
azure sky. A ficod of genial sunshine pours in over the lime washed terrace 
roof, waking the members ot the houschold one by one. Patérfamilies first 
emerges from his dormitory invested in falith, Others follow, each 
performing bis or her morning devotions eccording to age and sex. 
There is no constraint and I detect no parade. Any time between seven and ten 

the men and boys visit some neighbouring synagogue, unless, as is freqaently 
the case, the house contains one. In their absence the ladies occupy them, 
selves languidly in overlooking the arrangement of a tablo destined te support 
a most sumptuous dejeuner la fourchette. This mea! is generally takea a. 
ll am, being composed, I need hardly inform the Orthodox, of dishes place 4 
on the fire before suaset on Friday. The principal dish is a somewhat varied 
one, called skheena, consisting mainly of eggs, potatoes, beef, tongue, aud a 
rich broth, which though cooked together in one saucepan are brought to table 
separately in the order I have described. The consumption of this piéce de 
résistance is accompanied by large upon celery, sala's and luaves of 
pure wheaten bread, and the wLole is liberally washed down by wine made from 
the grapes of the vineyards of Shiedma, a neighbouring province, or of Demnot, 
from teyond the snowy Atlas—another industry of which Jews have the 
practical monopoly, a remark which applies also to mah/ia, the powerful spirit 
distilled from figs, dates, almonds, &. A dessert, varying according to th» 
seasons, follows. In Summer it will be composed of meluus, green fige, grapes, 
_ prickly pears or dates ; Autumn aod Wioter bring promegranates, limes, oranges 
and walnuts, | 
The condition of the Jews in the seaports, compared with that of the Moors, 
is by no means to the disadvantage of the former, 1t is not here that persecutioa 


actively existe, Every port has its Conaular corps, of which, aa T have observed: 
Jews are not ancommoniy mombers. There is direct and more or less regular 
communication with Earops, Any case of injastice would be immediately and 
carefully investigated by Consular officers. The influential position 
of Jewish merchants aud the intense clannishness of the Hebrew communit 

act and re-act for ths protection of the poorer brethren. There is injaatice, it 
ia trae, bat of a kind which rarely calls for official intervention, and is more 
quietly acd appropriately remedied—according to Mauritanian morale—by 
pecuniary “ testimonials,” conveyed under the discrect mantle of night, to the 
“local authority.” In each port there is a Kaid aod a Kadi, appointed by the 
Sulian to exercise jarisdiction over his subjects in the law-suita appertaining to 
the functions of those officials. The Kaid, or Governor, deale with matters 
relating to public order, police questions and ordinary commercial difficulties, 
while for the Kadi are reserved those actions which have to be decided by 
Shraa, the laws of Mohammed. For a native, whether Israclite or Maseulman, 
‘0 approach either of these functionaries without an offering proportionate 
in valuo to the amount of his claim would be an unheard of, and, I may add, 
altogether seuperflaous, proceeding. It moat be admitted that in ove respect the 
conduct of Moorish governors aod jadges exhibits a wonderful impartiality. 
They take from plainuff aod defendant alike, and if the presents are equal in 
value, the case may be decided on its merits, though any preponderance on one 
side will probably secure a decision in favour of the giver. This may be 
injustice—and tleaven knows how widespread aad flagrant it is—but it is not 
persecution. In the towns and villages of the interior things are very different. 


Wishing to confiae my remarks to facta which have coms within my own 
knowledge, | will abstain from observations upon auch outrages as the mirder 
of Jacob Dehan by the Kail of Entiffa and a score of other iniquities which 
are by this time familiar to most readers of this journal. The lighter but atill 
galling ill-treatment of Jews ian the interior is also tolerably familiar to Eng- 
lishmen interested in Morocco, such as the prohibition to ride on horseback, the 
compulsory baring of the feet in passing a mosque, the very summary execution 
of a tyrannical and bigoted governor's decisions, the frequent and often wholly 
unmerited use of the “ stick,” and the illegal, wanton extortion of hard-sarav ! 
dollara from thrifty and anoffending Hebrews. The common Arabic expresaio 
“to eat so and so many sticks” is expressive; by tho bye, bat not strictly 
accirate, The ivetrament generally used in apolying castization to the backs 
of such a4 cannot purchase immanity from this penalty is a couple of ropes, 
wielded by twa stalwart m'Lhurneca or soldiera—not army soldiers, let mo 
remark, but the K-i 1's retainers, a soft of barbaric gendarmerie. The accused 
is dragged before atawny Kail, who is sitting perchance patriarchally before 
the door of hia house coram populo. Evidence that has been collected by more 
or lees (generally more) corrupt soldiers is orally proffered to His dusky Excel- 
lency, who, if he be in a playful humour, seizes oa the earliest opportunity to 
utter the ominous words “ Down with the dog.” A soldier dragging at each 
toot ; a soldier dragging at each wrist ; and half a dozen ready to relieve the 
two principal performers beforementioned ; the two thoogs are jadiviously 


| shortened eo as to allow of tho last six or eight inches coming in contact with 


the unlucky wretch’s body, already writhing in anticipation of the mauvais 
quart d heure in store. Giving “ etick ” is a favourite pastime of some governors, 
wut in the coast towns the reception of corporal chastisement is confined to 
Moors and negroes. If reporte be true, however, the immunity enjoyed by the 
seaport Jews ia more than counterbalance! by the amount Of *‘ stick "’ inflicted 
on thir corcligionists in each towns as lez, Mequinez and Ferndant, not to speak 
of the numerons country villages and markets giving a dubious kiad of asylum 
to Hebrew traders. 


Civil questions betwe+n Jew. and Jew are frequently decided by the 
Hascaneem, whose jadgmente, basel on the law of Moses, are carried 
out under certain limitations by the Mvorish authoritios. The Chief Rabbi is 
elected by the elders of the community for each town ; to him the decisions of 
the //uzzaneem are commonly referred, while an appeal lies from his judgment 
to that of some more distinguished eulleague in Tangier or Morocco city. Sach 
appeals are not-unfrequestly made, it must in trath.be confessed, rather from a 
d. uvt of the local tabbi’s impartiality than from an unfavoarable opinion of 
his legal knowledge, it being: not unreasonably inferred that a distant jadge, 
unkoown to either suitor, will be free from prejudice.. In cases of appeal, only 
the documents belonging to the caso are forwarded to the higher court. They 
aro drawn up in Ucbrew by suffreem (notaries) aud House 
property belonging to Jews can be disposed of on Jewish notarial docu- 
ments 

The term ** Hebrow Community " is therefore no empty phrase, but expresses 
a fuct partially explained by the above statements. —llaving touched briefly 
upon the internal jurisprodence of these communities, I might, if apace allowed, 
enlarge upon the charitable icetitutions ander the wanagement of the elders of 
each town, BSullice it to say thatin the larger towns there ia hardly a poor 
member of the community whose name is urknown to the Junta, and whose 
wants are not from time to time relieved from ite fauds. It is matter for regret 
that the means at the Juntas disposal do not admit of some practical systena 
of educating the young. Rabbis are the only teachers ; Hebrow the only lan- 
guage they teach. The lower bracchea of arithmetic seem to come by instinct 
in a Bocie’y where overyone— Moor aud Jew aliko—dabbles in trade. Ia Moga- 
dor, it is true, there «xiste a school under the patronage of a Council of 
Administra‘ion of the Mocrieh Relicf Fand and of the Anglo-Jewish Association 
in London, and presided over by Mr, Judah Bendaban; bat considering the 
cheapness of tuition and the advantages offered by a fair grounding in EKaglish 
reading and writing, &c, local support is, to say the least, lakewarm. The 
echool in question accommodates about forty boys, varying ia age from six to 
sixteen, ‘he more advanced echolars read the English Bible with fluency, 
though the accent ia occasionally eccentric. 1 was surprised—eceing that it is 
becomiog the fashion for native Jewish merchants to send ooe of their sons to 
dy business in England, and how valuable some preliminary study of the lan- 
guage would be—to fiad that Mr, Bendahan’s pupils seem to be recruited mostly 
irom the poorer ranks of the community. 

As av Arng!o Saxon rambler in the sunny South, [ cannot but regard the 
gradual infosion of English ideas as the most bopeful element in the future of © 
Morvcco. That this land of mystery, as a Castillian writer has well described 
it, should continue for wany wore years under the blighting spell of Mohamme- 
dan bigotry and obstraction I can hardly believe. Possessing a soil and a 
climate whicb, under liberal direction, might make ber the granary of Europe, 
Mauritania has neighbours who have long coveted this north-western corner of — 
the Daik Ccntinent. Recent events on the southera shore of the Mediterranean | 


indicate the exister » of an appetite for territorial aggrandisemcat in one 
powerful nation toaching ber very frontier. The annexation of Moroce> has 
long been one of the leading aspirations of a political party in the /eninsula. 
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Costome’ duties, England has quietly monopolieed about double the trade with 
Moroces, each as it is, of all other foreign nations put together. We may assume 
that Morocco will never be aided to the sufficiently numerous possessions of the 
British crown ; but so long as comercial enterprise is allowed to ‘achieve its 
bloodless triumphs, we may surely predict that England will be foremost In 
developing the resources and bringing freedom to the subjects of this benighted 
and lovg evffering Empire. 


“SONGS OF SEMITE,’® 


“ Songs of a Semite,” might have been written by a cwember of any of the 
Bemitic racer, but the poctic love for alliteration, we presume, has moved Miss 


Emma Lazarus, an American Jewish songeter who has already attained some — 


reputation by . work called “ Admetus,” to adopt it as the title of her latest 
volume of verses. The bock begins with a tragedy in blank verse, called “ The 
Dance to Death,” the plot of which is taken, it is stated, from a little narrative 
called “ Der Tanz zum Tede! ein Nachtetitck aus dem vierzehnten Jahrhundert,” 


by Richard Reinhard. Miss Lazarus bas told the story, although it is essen- 


tially undramatic, with great fosce and intelligence, but it isa pity that she 
introduces modern Americanisms as being used ty Jews and Gentiles of tho 
14th century. The opening lines give an instance of this: 
“ Rakt Nay, Jacob's door 
Swung to behind him, just as I puffed up 
U erbloten with haate.’ 
Then, too, her blank verse is not always pure, many of the lines having 

mcre than ten syllables and some more etill—thus : (p. 19) 


“] have eecn, yer, touched the leathern wallet found (11 syllables) 
On the body «f one from whom the truth was wrenclied ” (12 syllables). 


Some may think these apaprests excellent as giving a rapid movement to 
the verse. ‘To our taste, however, the cadence, togethér with a regulation of the 
metrical pronunciation by the American accent (a fault never to be found in the 


canis of Longfellow or Emerson), does much to mar the pleasure of reading 


a book of poetry which contains a good deal more than mere promise, and is, 
in some paris, worthy of the highest appreciation. Ludeed, it is rare to meet 
the wok of a lady who shows such rewarkable research in reading and 
rendering isto Eoglish little appreciated: and practically unkaowa poetry, 
such as that of the Hebrew Poets of medimval Spain. Her translations and 
imitations of [vine are exceptionally good. She has caught bis manner of 
rythmical, but rhymeless ballad-writiug with a fidelity that can hardly be 
too highly praised. ‘The ballad she has translated is the one where the soa of 


- the Kabbi Sameon disxguised, wins the heart of the Alcalde’s daught:r, who 


bas expressed to him her contempt for his race, and then at the last moment 
he tells her: | 
“J, Fcnors, your beloved

of Saragossa,’ 
Mise Lézarus should have printed this last lice in italics, to show that it must 
be pronoonced a U Espagnol, or she spoils her metre. Following up this trans- 
lation by two imitations of the German poet,Mfounded on the tame thene, 
the shows that she bas caught, thoroughly, his style aud spirit, if she has not 
altogether been imbued with bis caustic humour. 


The original poems in this volume are by far the best. Toe “ Guardian 
of the Ked Dick” has, in ite blank verse, considerable dignity. The “ Baoner 
of the Jew "is martially conceived and admirably execated. Tho “ Valley of 
Baca” is singularly beautiful, aad the Memoriam” overco:nss, dexterously, the 
difficulty of being honestly laudatory in verse in memory of arecently deceased 
Jewish clergyman without appearing ridicalous: But, best of all, is the poem 
on the “ New Year,” and that called in “ In Exile,” which refers to the life of 


me Kusrian Refogecs in Texas, We cannot refrain from quoting a verse 
rom it ; 


“The hounded stag that has escaped the pack, 
And panta at ease within a thick-leaved dell; 
The ununprisoned bird that finda the track 
‘Through sun-bathed space, to where his fellows dwell ; 
The martyr, granted respite from the rack, 
The death-doonied victim pardoned frm his cell; 
Such «nly know the joy these exiles gain, 
Life's sharpest rapture is sureease of pain.’ 


Tie Tramlations from Solomon bea Judah Gibirpl about (1070), Abdal 
Hasean Jchadah ben Ha Levi (nearly contemporary with Gabirol) Moses Ban 
(about 1100). are somewhat of surp:ises that such beautifal poems, concern- 
ing love and other human passions, should have lived to uscommanuicated 
tous through the vernacular. Mise Lazaros bas placed them before us as poeaea 
of the highest order. It is cJear that the tradslations must. be, ia a double 


sense, very free. Space fails to quote more than one little love-song, attri- 
. 

buted to Ben Halevi, which, had ic come before us avonymo sly, we should 
have attributed to Swinburne—inost expressive of our modern love poets, 

“ Seest thou o'er my shoulders falling 

Snake-lke ringlets waving free ? 

jinve no fear, for they are twisted 

To allure thee unto me.” 


Thus she spake, the gentle dove 
Listen to thy plighted love :— 

Ah! how tong wait, until 
weotheart cometh back (she said) 
Laying his caressing hand 
Underneath my burning head." 


Ideas have not altered very mach on all topics in 890 years, 18 this fragment 
from Gabirol, which Mr. Chatics Reade and M. Zola would thoroughly appreciate,

The celicate translations (if the dramatic term of adaptations should 
not be mere correctly applied to them) of the same poet's “ Stanzas” and

nediwval Spain, if they were amorous, were suber wen, or wrote as if they were. | 


The tregedy which opens the book, if it be not faultless in metre and 
accent, contains many things which are impressive aod some that are beautiful. 
It shows strong sympathy with the not inappropriately revived account of the 
eufferings of the persecuted and massacred Jews of Nordbausen in 1349, which 
remind oe much of the recent outrages in Russia, There is living trath in 
some of the charactcra depicted, and many of the words spoken are thrillingly 
dramatic. But, frankly, one opens the book of American Jewish poetess, in 


bongs of a by LAZARUS, of the “Am>ricaa tlebrew, New York. 


this country—particular'y one with ao forced a title—with tho full expectation of 
being compelled “ to scoff.” One closes this work with the proverbial feeling 
which is quite the reveree. 

It is strongly to be hoped that Miss Lszarus, who has earned already b 
her former book some praise that must be gratifyiog to her, will exercise muc 
care in the cerrection of the small, but important, errors which wo have 
pointed out, and she has, apparently, the chance before her of earning what 
but one poetess (Mrs. Browning) has ever earned ia our time—actual fame, 
She has, evidently, the quality rare in her sex, of deep erudition, aad the gift, 
not common io either sex, of real poetical genius. 

Her gracoful dedication of this work to George Eliot, the greatest female 
writer of this century, and (as Miss Lazarns points out) the greatest literary 
friend, in any time, of the Jews, ia completely appropriate.

JOTTINGS FROM KIMBERLEY DIAMOND FIELDS,—(From a correspondent),—On 
the days of the New Year the synagogue here was crowded with members, many of 
whom came from some distance to be present at the services. The ladies’ gallery 
(or more properly speaking, the raised seats reserved for the wives of members) was 
also well filled, The principal services were conducted by the Minister, the Rey. M. 
Mende'sohn. Although the financial! condition of most of the members is at the 
present moment ata very low ebb, still the offerings were liberal, though not equal 
in amount to those of last year. This could not of course be expected for we are 
suffering from very ha:d times, many, if not the majority of people, losing the 
money they may have made in former years. Under any clroumstances it is no easy 
matter to realise one’s assets, bat to attempt to do so at the present moment means 
an enormous loss, and in many instances absolute ruin. And this state of things 
exists not only here but in most other parts of the Colony.—No doubt you have 
heard a great deal of that new “ Eldorado” the Transvaal Gold Fields, As many of 
our coreligionists from here have gone up to “ try their luck,” and possibly others 
from home may be tempted to do like wise, let me advise all iatending emigrants to 
remain at home sooner than seek such “ fresh woods and pastures new" which can 
only prove most disastrous in result for them, From authentic sources, I learn that 
the place is able to support at the preeent moment very few people, and many 
Jewish young men who have gone up there from here and other parts of the 
colony have to suffer the greatest privations and are glad to give their services as 
labourers in return for necessary food. Ido not mean to say that the Gold Fields 
will not prove workable and payable in time, but it is likely to be a very Jong time 
before the proper spot is found and in working order. I find I have been 
suddenly digressing, so I will resume with our commanal matters here. We hope 
to be able to have the electric light in synagogue on Kol Nidre night, The Bene- 
volent society has hada great many calls lately and has now hardly any fands to 
work with. On Thursday last the 14th September, Worshipful Bro. P.M. Daniel de 
Fries was presented by the Cosmopolitan Lodge, No, 1,409, with a very handsome 
jewel in appreciation of the able manner in which he discharged his duties as 
W.M. during his year of office, On the same evening Bro. Jacob J. Hyam was 
“raised " in the presence of the district Grand Master, Mr. Richard Giddy, who is 
here on a visit, and a full lodge of members and visitors. Mr. Charles Moses is 1.G, 
and Mr.S M. Foote, Steward of this popular lodge, which comprises many co- 
religionista among its members. Both the Griqualand West Jewish Congregation 
and the Benevolent Society have recently held their annual meetings, In the ninth 
annual report of the Congregrtion, the Committee congratulate the mambers on its 
continued prosperity. Tae half-yearly balance sheet shows that the total amouat 
received during six months from subscriptions amounted to £443 19s., against an 
expenditure of £520 192, 9d., which included a reduction of a debt and an item of 
£77 10s, paid fora “horse and trap for the Minister.” Substantial improvements 
have also been madein the synagogue. From the financial statement accompanying 
the fourth annual report of -the Griqualand West Jewish Benevolent Society, it 
appears that the receipts during the year was £254 194, 9d., and the expenditure 
£210 88 9d. The calls on the society have been exceptionally heavy of late, but it 
is satisfactory to learn that the sums granted have in many instances proved of 
lasting benefit to the persons assisted, | 


SCHOOLS IN BULGARIA AND RouMELIA.—The philanthropic and successful 
efforts of the Alliance Israclite to ensure through the medium of secular instruction 
a bright future far the rising generation of Jews in Balgaria and Eastern Roumelia, 
are meeting with well-merited recognition at the handa both of native authorities 
and of foreign representatives,. The excellent relations which exist between the 
Jews and the other inhabitants, Christians as well as Mahomodans, in thess ocoun- 
tries, are to a great extent due to the existence of the Jewish schools, especially as 
they in case of need open their doors to non-Jewish pupils. At the examination of 
the pupils of the girls’ school at Rustchuk, the Eaglish Consul warmly complimentel 
the head-muistress on the success she had achieved, and at the same time expressed 
his admiration for the magnificent work performel by the Alliance, More sigaif- 
cant. still was the speech delivered by tie M-tropolitan of S»fis at the Jewish school 
in Samacoff. In urging the parents not to forego, any sacrific sin order to give 
their children a p-oper education, his Eminence gave them the assuranve that ths 
Bulgarian whose princi,le was absolute equality without distinctioa 
of creed, would accord to the school every possib!e favoar, which it so well desarved, 


- and that the institution as well es the Jews themselves would receive the fallest 


protection and consideration at the hands of the authorities. The Metropolitan 
likewire eulogi-ed in most flattering terms the interest taken by the Alliance in the 
progress of the Jews in the East. Finally, Aleko Pasha, Governor General of East- 
ern Koumelia, whilst passing through Jamboli, visited the Jewish school and other 
Jewirh institutions in that town, and gave to our coreligionists the most sa‘ isfac- 
tory assurancis of his benevolent sentiments. In the presence of these friendly . 


- manifestations, it is not surprising to learn that attempts which have Leen made ia 


some parts of Bulgaria and Eastern Roumelia to foment a hostile feeling towards 
the Jews have been promptly and effectively checked by the governing bodies 
ArorntA.—The anti-Jewish propaganda which has been set on foot in Algeria, 
and is chiefly fed by several French journals, is we regret to say making consider- 
able progres. At present it takes the form of an agitation in favour of the abro- 
gation of the Crémieux decree of 1870, according naturalisation en masae to the 
indigenous Jews of Algerie. A motion ia favour of such abrogation was to have 
been submitted to the Counci!-General of Oran, on the 10th, In connection with 
this anti-Semitic movement it may be interesting to learn that according to the 
census of the population of Algeria which was taken last year, the Jewish popa'a- 
tion inthe colony then numbered 35,665, against 233,937 French Chriatians, and 


2,351,019 native Mahomedans. 


AMSTERDAM.—The valuable library of legal works belonging to the late Mr. 
M. H, Godefroi, the recently deceared Minister of State and ex-Minister of Justice, 
has beea presented by his widow to the University of Amsterdam, which city he 

represented for nearly 40 years in the Second Chamber of the States General. 

Tux Russian Jews iN Panis.—The 502 Russian refugees at Brody (compris- 
ing 102 families and 7) single persons, who were selected for settlement in Paris, 
have now all arrived in that city, As the greater part of the male adults are 
tkiiled workmen, including tailors, bootmakere, carpenters and mechanicians 
it is expected that they will ali fiud. employment within a few weeks, In addition 
to these epecially selected emigrants,about 1,000 other Russian refagees have estad- 
lished themselves in Paris, and have for the most part been assisted to earn th 
livelihood either as artisans, shopmen, or petty tradesmen.

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PROFESSOR DELIIZCH ON THE “BLOOD ACOUSATION.” 


The celebrated Professor Franz Delivzch, of the Leipsic University, follow- 
ing Up an opinion which he gave in the earlier part of the year relative to the 
“blood accusation "’ and the attitude taken up in the Talnud to the use of 
blood, writes ; 


The Talmud gives no ground for the accusation that the bleod of Christians 
must be employed for ritual purposes, on the contrary, it gives numerous proofs of 
its absurdity. It is an established Talmnuiical rule that a corpse, no matter whether 
it be of a person who has died a natural or a violent death, or whether it be that of 
a Jew ora non-Jew, renders any one who touches or carries itunclean. Of this an 
instance is given in Numbers xxxi, 19. Indeed, so firm is thie rnle that in Tractate 
Nazir 9b., the knotty point is discussed how Samson who was a life-long Nazarite, 
could have killed the Phil&tines without breaking his vow by coming in contact 
with their dead bodies, his vow precluding him, according to ‘Numbers vi., 7, from 
touching even the corpses of his parents and sisters. It was even laid down in 
Sifri and Nazir 530, on. the basis of Numbers xix, 46, that to touch a sword or 
other instrument wherewith a murder has been committed is sufficient to caus» 
uncleanliness of the the highest grade, 

How, then, is it credible that the blood of a murdered porson may be employed 
for ritual purposes’ The bare possibility of sucha thing remains outside the circle 
of Talmudical conceptions. Talmudical casuistry loses itself in the most. unlikely 
possibilities, But the possibility of such uses being made of human blood does not 
come within its calculations, Malevolence may give rise to the assertion that the 
wine used on Passover must be red in order that it might repreeent the blood of the 
enemy. But from this supposition it isstillafar cry to s+y that the four cups are 
filled with the actual blood of the enemy. Yet we may learn from the Talmud 
Jerushalmi Pesachun |0c, Sabbath 8c, Shekalan III, 2, how innocent ia the cause 
why preference should be given to red instead of white wine. 

The Tieza-Eszlar affair is disgraceful, and it is made worse by the long duration 
of the investigation, Whatever the result may be we may be assured that the 
mediwval blood accusation agaiast the Jews which has just been revived will not 
receive confirmation therefrom. This accusation is based on gross ignorance and 
croel and unjust spite, and is a shameful Violation of the Divine prohibition, 
‘Thou shalt not bear false witness against thy neighbour.” 


THE JEWISH QUESTION IN AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


In view of the lamentable anti Semitic scandals which have occurred in 
Hoangary, and which might at a future time reproduce themselves in Austria 
unless energetic preventive teasures be taken, the authorities are discussing 
the expediency of a partial restriction of the freedom of the préss, It has at 
length been acknowledged that the violent anti-Jewish articles which have 
continually appeared in certain journals without the Goverument interfering 
to stop their publication have been the priacipal factor in brioging about the 
recent scenes of violence. 

The disgraceful riots at Pressburg have led to similar scandalous scenes 
though on a less serious ecale at Tyrnan and Feheregyhaza. At Tyrnau the 
mob were allowed to continue their violence unchecked, the deputy Burgo.naster 
Kratky, a notorious Jadeophobe haviag loft the place a day before on a buuting 
tour, The Government Commissary ordered him to return within 24 hours, and 
to send in his resignation. .At Fehergvbaza the rioters attackei the Jowa, 
wrecked several houses and pluodered a number of shops and private houses. 
Whatever was of no nse to the mob was utterly destroyed. The doors and 
windows of the synagogue were completely smashel. The terrified Jewish 
inhabitants, to avoid further violence, fled to Marmarossiget. 

In the villages the grea'est consternation prevails among the Jews, who 
fear that the peasants, as a rule debtors to the Jews, will attack their credi:ors, 
in order to induce them thereby to release the debts. 

_ It bas been proved that the riots at Preasbarg were to some extent insti- 
gated by foreigners, and it is further alleged that two iluogarian Counts are 
also compromised, they having caused money and driak to be distributed among 
the rioters, 


Herr Stécker having, in the early part of the present month delivered him- 
self of a tirade against the Jows at a pablic meeting in Berlina which was 
attended by the Minister of the Iaterior, Herr von Pattkammer, this proceed- 
ing was vehemently denounced by Herr Eugeu Richter, who has so frequently 
taken up the cudgels in favour of the Jews, st a meeting of the Progressist 
Party held on the 5th. Herr Richter, whose speech was enthusiastically cheered 
by the crowded gathering of Judeophils, condemned in eloquent language the 
anti-Jewish riots which bad taken place in Hungary, and observed that it was 
only the moral principles of the balk of the German people, who knew nothing 
of distinctions of race or creed, that had prevented the peraivious movement 
of Herr Stécker from being attended in Germany with results similar to those 
which bad disgraced Hungary. 

Prompted by the attention which the stamping of bank notes with the 
words “ Buy only of Christians ” has attracted, the authors of this procee ling 
have extended their operations by marking the sawe expression as well as that 
of “Out with the Jews” on every conceivable arcicle, such as newspapers, 
books and placards, even to tables, carpets and serviettes at hotels and restaurunte. 
In Hamburg the cushions of several Ist and 2ad class railway carriages were 89 
disfigured by theee words, which were iudelibly impressed upon them, that 
they had to be replaced by new coverings, The railway ollicials are keeping a 
sharp lcok oat in order to discover the offenders against whom they threaten 
to proceed with all the rigour of the law. 

Tuk ANTI-SEmITIO AGITATORS.—Our Bada-Pesth correspondent mentioned in 
one of his recent lettera apropos of the Tiszla-Eezlar mystery, that the anti-Semi- 
tic agitator Deputy Onody had on more than one occasion been condemned to 
imprisonment for violation of his rights and du ies as a magistrate, We now learn 
that Herr Zerboniz the leader of the anti-Jewish faction,in Vienna, has lately 
been sentenced to six months’ imprisonment for somewhat similar offences, He 
has previously undergone several terms of imprisonment. Such are the mea who 
conduct the campaign of hate and vengeance against the Jews. The Vossiche 
“eitung, of Berlin, a leading political journal which bas constantly def-uded the 
Jews against their detractors, published a lett-r a short time ago, addre sed two 
years back, to a Jewish merchant in that city, in. which the writer expresses in the 
warmest terms his undying gratitude tothat Jew for the great interest which he 
has evinced in the writer's career, and especially for his numerous benefactions. 
The letter was signed “ Ernst Henrici.”

Tho Report, which is written 
io the customary conversionist manner, claims to have converted seven Jews 
during the year, but no hiot of their identity is given, aod the history of thoir 
conversion occupics but one paragraph of a pamptiet of 27 pages. Tao history 
too of a bright Russian youth, who, being about 16 yeara of ag», was rescued 
from this society’s clutches by the “ synagogue authorities,”’ as they call them, 
is given. There is a distinct untruth in the statement apropos of this. “ It 
strikes us forcibly if the Christian Church were as eager to win a soul for 
Christ, as is the synagogue to lead away a soul from Christ, the Charch. would 
be, numerically, much richer.” Proselytism, as almost every Christian kaows, 
is absolutely contrary to the Jewish castom.
